Great and important tasks face the YftU at the present stage, the paper 
writes. The first arid foremost taslXis to support actively the struggle 
of all progressive forces to avert a Vo rid thermonuclear war. Trying to 
stem the victorious advance of the ideas of peace end progress, reactionary 
imperialist circles are ready to plungeVinto any adventures. The progressive 
forces are in a position and dutybound to, thwart the arms race and war 
preparations, to chnpel the imperialists ro recognize the principle of 
peaceful coexistence, and to accept an agreement on general disarmament. 

To stamp out the foca\ points of the war danger, the paper writes, it is 
essential to eliminates: he remnants of World Wm;* II in Europe. The

(Tent) New York — The preliminary hearing into the care of night club 
proprietor .Jack Ruby, murderer of L. Oswald, has ended in Dallas. During 
n tve-day session, the experienced lawyers defending 7/re gangster who 
put .v./av" Lee Oswald, the American who had been charged with the murder 
of President Kennedy, tried to have their client released cn bail. A 
certain "lawyer of his acquaintance" was prepared to put up 100,000 dollars. 

Ho' rover, defense counsels withdrew their petition after the court ruled 
That an "impartial clinical examination" of the mental and physical 
condition of the murderer should be carried out. Specialises are to 
nest Ruby f b nervous system, take X-rays, and, with the aid of a special 
apparatus, measure the (words indistinct) of the gangster *5 brain. 

The venerable lawyers who represent Ruby are basing their defense on two 
lines. On the one hand, they are trying to prove that Ruby is eh "ardent 
patriot" who was so shocked by Kennedy* s assassination that he decided to 
avenge the President* s death. On the other hand, they are seeking to 
prove that their client is half -mad— a man "with serious organic defects 
cf the brain" who murdered Os- aid in a state of temporary insanity. 

.-ruby 1 3 own behavior tallies vixh these two lines of argument. Sene times 
utters unintelligible cries and other times he tells correspondents: 

I cannot understand hew we could have lost such a great man," meaning 
the assassination of President Kennedy. 

Cn 22 January defense counsel declared that it would insist on a charge 
of ven ue from Dallas to another town. Correspondents report that Ruby 
_eft the courtroom smiling. They regard the decision of the Dallas 
guardians of the law as a victory for Ruby * s lawyers, who have in fact 
succeeded in getting the hearing postponed again.
